He was presented the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom, ac­ 
companied by a personal note from 
President Eisenhower, in recogni­ 
tion of his distinguished scientific 
contributions to the nation 
Worked Until End 
Lt. Richard E. Byrd Jr., his son, 
said the admiral “worked up till 
almost 
the e n d " on 
the 
United 
States’ Antarctic programs which 
he supervised. 
Still the defiant 
work - horse and co mm ander, the 
gradually declining health he nev­ 
er admitted prevented him from 
personally taking part in “ Opera­ 
tion Deepfreeze.” his fifth and fi­ 
nal “trip" to Antarctica. 
He catted 
the expedition the “ fulfillment of 
my life’s ambition.” 
From all quarters, by ham radio 
from the men of “Operation Deep 
freeze,” and fr om Navy brass, came 
messages of grief an d condolence. 
“ We all feel a deep personal loss 
over the death of the admiral who 
was responsible for the great work 
that has gone on here ,” said his 
“ Deepfreeze” comrad es still prob­ 
ing his beloved South Pole for in 
ternational geophysical year infor­ 
mation.” 
Youngest Rear Admiral 
Forced to “ re tire ” from active 
duty because of a leg injury at 
27 shortly after graduation from 
Annapolis, Byrd went on to cover 
more square miles of Antarctica 
than all other explorers combined. 
In the interval, he became one of 
the pioneers of naval aviation, serv­ 
ed in both world wars, and became 
the N avy’s youn gest rear admiral, 
at the age of 41. 
Byrd also supervised the first 
systematic survey of the Arctic by 
air and he mad e the first non-stop 
flight across the Atlantic in a mul­ 
ti-engine plane 
Those accomplish 
ments. as well as the encompassing 
earlier 
four 
polar 
expeditions, 
mar ked Byrd as the world's fore­ 
most air explorer. 
The 
foul 
expeditions 
w e r e 
launched in 1928. 1934, 1939 and 
1947 and he never ceased his ef­ 
forts for continued development of 
the Antarctic.
